Lengthy Parade. 

Following the banner came the car- 
riage of chairman of the Executive 
Committee Felix G. Ewing. in which 
there rod* with Mr. EwimcC. E. 
Barker Vice Preside** of the 
association and on« or twootrmr gen- 
ii— In the neat carnage rode 
congressmen Gaines and Stanley. 

Tt» other -speakers followed Mr. 
afeeaand Mr. Stanley. Behind them 
una- the Todd County delegation, 
headed by the Elk ton band. The 
standard of the 
tobacco stalk, ivhicb 
Elkton, and reached the unusual 
height of nine and om?4wtf feet. 1 1 
bore a placard, , 'Rieachinjr. for high- 
er prices." Every man in the delega- 
tion wore a large ribbon inscribed 
"Todd Cotmty Staads Pat." They 
marched five abreast, and there were 
almost 400 men in line. 

This delegation, as did all the 
others in fact, carried numerous 
banners. Among the banners were 
ones bearing as inscriptions: "Todd 
County Never Flickers " "Beware 
of the 'But' of the Butters. 
"Todd County Follows Where Ewir 
and Reynolds lead; Cut the Acreage 
"Todd County's George Knocl 
Them into Fits." The largest banner 
contained the inscription: 

Our Field Artillery, Ewing, Wash- 
ington, Stanley, Snaden, Gaines, Al- 
len, Fort, Garner and Laffoon. 

The Christian county delegation, 
con taiing 325 men, followed, head- 
ed by the First Regiment U. R. K, 
P. Band, of Nashville. The band 
went to Hopkinsville Friday night 
and came down on a special with the 
delegation. There were a great 
many women in this delegation, 
which was followed by several pl< 
ure wagons containing young wo- 
men in holiday dreas. 

Many Banner* Carried 

The Woodmen of the World Band, 
of Franklin, Ky., headed the 250 
men from Simpson county. Behind 
them marched some 400 men from 
Cheatham county. Among the ban- 
ners carried was one stating, "We 
will allow the colored man to put his 
tobacco in the association; 
sugar in his coffee." 

'Ninety-five per cent, of the pres- 
ent crop already pledged," was an- 
other of the banners carried. 

Logan county, Ky., had 450 men 
in line, headed by the Russellville 
military band, immediately behind 
which was carried the banner bear- 
ing the inscription: "We will follow 
Ewing to victory or death. We be- 
long to George Jackson and 
to bust the trust." 

The Clarksville and Montgomery 
county delegation followed. This 
was composed of probably 500 to- 
bacco men, and a delegation from 
the Chamber of Commerce increased 
the number to 600. The delegation 
was headed by Chairman Prince, 
and the principal banner was in 
scribed: The harder the Trust fight: 
the stronger we get." 

The Robertson county delegetion 
numbering about 700 was headed by 
Hon. Jos. E. Washington and was 
preceedisd by the Red Men's Band, 
of Nashville. Like the Montgomery 
delegation, all did not take part in 
the parade. Over 1,500 were pres- 
ent from Robertson, at Springfield 
alone over 480 tickets having been 
actually purchased from the agent 
for the morning train, while man; 
others went up Friday night. The 
Adams delegation rode in several 
large log wagons, one of which bon 
the legend "The Bank of Adams ad 
vanced the association $50,000." 

The Negroes in Line. 

The negro delegation, in which 
were over 400 men followed behind. 
They were headed by Marshal M. B. 
Thompson, principal of a negro 
school at Sadlersvilie. The Allens- 
ville, Ky., colored band supplied the 
music for this division. 

Behind the negro division then 
were 300 or 400 vehicles of all kind: 
strung along, every type from a 
buggy to a pleasure wagon being 
represented. A great number of 
pedestrians also followed in the 
wake of the parade. 

A count was kept at the gate up 
to 13.000 when the tally was lost. 
Several thousand came afterwards. 
It it certain that between 16,000 and

The proceedings were opened by 
L. Summer, of Steward County, who 
offered, a short prayer, asking the 
guidance of the Almighty for the 
growers of the black patch in the 
fight against the trust. 

The illness of Charles Fort, Chair- 
man of the association, wes an- 
nounced by Vice President C. E- 
Barker. 

On behalf of Guthrie, M. Edward 
Webb delivered the welcome address. 

Mr. Barker then called for the first 
business, the election of officers for 
the ensuing year. 

PretribentC. H. Fort was unan* 
imously re-elected. 

Vice President Charles Barker was 
reelected as unanimously as Mc, 
Fort had been. 

Ladies and gentlemen," announc- 
ed Mr. Barker, "the next office to 
be filled is that of Chairman of the 
Executive Committee." ' 

Ovation For Felix Ewing. 

At this the crowd went wild. For 
several minutes the cheering con- 
and during the lulls there 
were cries of "Ewing." 

Mr. Ewing finally took the stand 
and addressed the crowd. A bou- 
quet was handed him and he briefly 
expressed his thanks and appreci- 
ation. 

"The work is not over," he said. 
"It will never be over. It will last 
as long as we live. Designing men 
will see opportunities to rob us of 
the fruits of our labor, and we will 
have to fight to the end. One thing 
that has pleased me is the con- 
servatism that has characterized the 
members of our association." 

Mr. Ewing was declared unan- 
imously re-elected. 

Frank Walton was unanimously re- 
elected Secretary and Treasurer. 

This completed the regular order 
of business. 

Speeches then followed for several 
hours. One of the best speeches 
was by the young Congressman from 
this district. 

Congressman Stanley, 

Congressman Stanley roused his 
auditors to a high pitch of enthusi- 
asm. He said that it was just as rea- 
sonable to ask the Apostle Paul why 
he didn't preach a better religion, as 
to ask why Mr. Ewing hadn't obtain- 
ed better prices,. The only objec- 
tion that could be raised against Mr. 
Ewing was that his accounts were 
not kept straight. The book he kept 
showed no receipts whatever, yet he 
had managed to spend over $5,000, 
and had not charged it up against 
the association. 

Mr. Stanley flayed the trust in a 
style that pleased his auditors. "I 
wish," he -aid, "that I had a trumpet 
voice that could be heard around 
the world when 1 talk about the 
trusts and talk about the damnation 
of the gang that has been robbing 
you for twenty years." 

He complimented the farmers on 
sticking together, and reminded 
them tlwt in 1903 the best grades of 
tobacco sold for 4 cents and less.and 
that the trash of last year has been 
sold by the association for oj cents, 
and the best grades were expected 
to bring from 9J to 11 cents within 
the next few weeks. 



The question of headquarters re- 
tains as at present. Guthrie is the 
nominal headquarters, with the 
linger cities ;h storage centers and 
Hopkinsville m the same advantage- 
ous position as to the purchasing 
headquarters that it now occupies. 
The affairs of the Association are in 
fine condition. There should be 
rivalries or jealousies to disturb its 
harmony. There is work enough 
for us all ami the final victory will 
bring glory enough for every friend 
qI the cause.
